HE many bright red faces and tired feet of the participants indicate that 

this year’s season for study tours is drawing to a close. Eager tongues 
are waiting to give voice to the observations and comments, but the number 
of receptive ears as usual are few. 

One of the most successful events in this direction was the International 
Hospital Federation Study Tour in the German Federal Republic which 
became so popular that it had to be organised in two parts—one in June and 
the other in September. A full report of the activities of the Federation during 
the study tour in June has just been published. 

No one doubts that the popularity of this tour stemmed from the fact that 
the German Federal Republic had something to show, and so it proved: for 
during the June tour it was possible to see ten new hospitals. In the other 
direction, there have been numerous reports from individuais of immense 
new projects completed in the United States and in Canada. Thus we appear 
to stand, in fact as well as geographically, mid-way between the sheer necessity 
of having to build new hospitals, as in the German Federal Republic, and the 
desire to do so because of the immense resources that are available on the 
other side of the Atlantic. 

This raises the questions: ‘ What is our building record? Can we expect 
the International Hospital Federation to arrange such a popular tour of new 
hospital construction here in Britain next year? Will experts from Germany 
or the United States and Canada be streaming here next summer to consult 
us about our original thoughts in planning and research into new hospital 
buildings?’ 

The answer to these questions, sadly, is probably ‘ No.’ The initiative and 
stimulus to provide a newer environment for our health services seems to be 
missing and, in saying this, it is not to discount the enormous problems which 
have been saddled on to the shoulders of the Ministry of Health, the Regional 
Hospital Boards and the Boards of Governors of Hospitals in transposing 
a free-lance service into an organised one. The large number of existing beds 
in hospitals to which the Minister became heir on the appointed day were 
not necessarily disposed in tke right centres, and there was obviously a 
preponderance of highly skilled consultants and hospital services concentrated 
in the larger cities, leaving many towns and country districts scarcely able to 
fulfil their day-to-day requirements. 

Several things, however, remain in the Minister’s favour. For one, he has 
been able each year to report to Parliament that the health of the country has 
improved. Also, successive Ministers have escaped undue pressure from any 
of the political parties to provide new hospitals, and this last benefit strikes 
at one of the roots which could be troubling the consciences of us all. For 
we only become aware of the deficiencies in our hospital buildings when 
we ourselves, or a very near relative, are sick; and the fact that such patients 
form so small a proportion of everyday life means that the complaints seldom 
attract the attention of the daily Press or make any impression on public 
opinion. 

To the individual sick patient and the nurses, doctors and administrators 
in attendance, the problem is a real one. To the Minister the individual 
patient is something he only sees as so many ‘patient days duration,’ and 
the ‘ statistics’ which move in a given direction and show ‘trends.’ This 
remoteness and the inevitable consequence of having to dance the tune to the 
Treasury’s piper leave the Health Service to fulfil the Minister’s duties as 
guardian of the nation’s health in accommodation which, in the main, owes 
its layout and planning to the era before the first world war. 








im 
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One of the problems is to maintain the balance between our various 
standards which make for good living and relate them to our resources. While 
we are justly proud of our achievements in housing and in schools, we have 
nothing so far to be as proud of in respect of our hospitals and health buildings. 
Has the time come for a renaissance of hospital work, and is the problem 
sufficiently well appreciated at Government and Ministry level to give this 
Cinderella of public service its fair reward? One of the points which must 
inevitably tend towards hesitancy is the cost of hospital work, but in spite 
of optimistic forecasts there is no escaping the fact that it is an expensive 
form of building to provide the services and diagnostic and treatment facilities 
which medical science demands in its treatment of the acutely sick patient. 

Both on the Continent and in the Americas attention seems now to be 
focused on providing, as part of the hospital complex, hostel accommodation 
where certain classes of patient, not acutely ill nor requiring nursing for 24 
hours a day, can be resident and in the charge of nurses, but where the patient 
can fend for himself for most of the domestic necessities, and from where he 
can attend the treatment and diagnostic facilities in the main hospital. He 
would thus reduce the need for extensive in-patient accommodation and yet 
receive the service which he requires. This further reduces the amount of 
accommodation which has to be maintained seven days a week for twenty-four 
hours a day, and as such might be a step towards the * five-day week hospital.’ 

The prospects of greater development in the hospital field would now seem 
to be favourable, for some of the more acute needs of housing and school 
must by now have been satisfied. What is exercising the minds of the building 
industry, the officers in the hospital service and their professional advisers, 
is whether everything is in readiness to give effect to a large programme of 
work. Have such things as fundamental research been done in this stand-still 
period to enable the Ministry to issue clear-cut policy decisions on such things 
as the regional plans for the hospital service, the facilities required at the 
various hospitals within the region and the extent to which the ever-growing 
needs of the medical sciences can be accommodated with the diminishing 
numbers of nursing and functional staff of the hospitals? 

We are hopeful that this work has been done and we shall be interested to 
see what changes the Ministry will be making in the present rather cumbersome 
machinery to give quicker effect to the urgent needs for up-to-date accommoda- 
tion for the more efficient running of the National Health Service.

In 
making this announcement at a Press con 
ference last week, the President stated 
that, in addition to the Secretary, Mr 
Spragg, he would be accompanied by Mrs 
Spence. This is excellent news; Mrs 
Spence would grace any delegation and 
she will add much to the value of the tour

Ir WAS GOOD to hear that the Council’s 
decision that the President and Mr. Spragg 
should go (Mrs. Spence will be respon- 
sible for her own travel charges) was 
unanimous. This indicates acceptance of 
the view that the RIBA must maintain 
and develop the links with Common- 
wealth architects begun so promisingly by 
Mr. Cross in his Presidential term.

Those members will increas- 
ingly require something from their sub- 
scriptions—and that is an earnest of the 
continuing interest in them of their parent 
Institute.

Professional Relations 


THE FUTURE of the Professional Rela- 
tions ad hoc committee, now that its 
secretary, Mr. Ricketts, has been 
appointed to succeed to the Secretaryship 
of the Institute in March next, was the 
subject of a question put at the Press 
conference to Mr. Spence. The President 
indicated that the work of the committee 
was regarded as highly important but 
that, while definite plans had not been 
concluded as yet, its activities were likely 
to be merged into the general work of 
administration. Mr. Ricketts’s grasp of 
the important principles underiying the 
committee’s work may, we should think, 
be taken as making it certain that its 
activities will be continued, though not 
maybe with such a_ high-powered 
secretariat. 

The President also gave the news that 
the financial staff of the Institute has been 
strengthened by the addition of one 
further officer. The search for a financial 
controller of the calibre envisaged by 
speakers at the last AGM of the Insti- 
tute has not been successful; indeed, it 
could hardly be expected to be, for the 
scale of Institute financial turnover is not 
sufficient to attract a man of the kind 
sought. He would, for the greater part 
of his time, have ‘nothing to do. 


‘Everyday Things’ 


[THIS WEEK we publish the fiftieth of 
Mr. A. W. Kenyon’s articles on * Every- 
day Things.” The occasion cannot be 
allowed to pass without a word of thanks 
and congratulation to Mr. Kenyon for a 
series that, as we know from our corres. 
pondence, has been and is much appre- 
ciated by a wide circle of readers. A 
technical newspaper has to be primarily 
a serious record and review of a multi- 
plicity of activities and interests, in which 
the human element may not always be 
very apparent. Mr. Kenyon’s achieve- 
ment in these lightly but sympathetically 
written little essays has been to bring out 
the value of the human approach and the 
common touch.

Ir LCC pLans now published be fol- 
lowed, it will be a case of goodbye to the 
Piccadilly we know.

Not 
surprisingly it has not been received with 
acclamation by some members of the pub- 
lic, one of whom, writing in The Times, 
asks whether architects are incapable of 


designing on a curve and why a circus 
should not be allowed the chance of 
retaining the grace and grandeur of a 
circular or oval form. This correspon- 
dent, Mr. Edmund Esdaile, was later 
taken to task by Mr. Furneaux Jordan, 
who, in saying that any curves the Circus 
may have had were demolished by Sir 
Reginald Blomfield 30 years ago, trusts 
that Mr. Esdaile’s letter will not start ‘a 
deluge of sentimentality over a piece of 
London where every building could with 
the greatest advantage be destroyed.’ Mr. 
Jordan seems to miss the point which we 
take as being a plea not for preservation 
but for more grace and less angularity in 
current architecture—a hope to which 
many will subscribe.

L.—Sugar and Spice or 
Frogs and Snails ...? 





HAVE been doing some heart-search- 

ing during the last few days and have 
been asking myself in the manner of the 
nursery rhyme: ‘and what are architects 
made of?’ I would like to think that the 
right answer was the sugar-and-spice one, 
yet the promptings of my own conscience 
and the evidence which has been forcibly 
presented to me leave me wondering 
whether it is not after all ‘frogs and 
snails and puppy dogs’ tails.” 

The reason for this self-examination? 
The other day an honorary official of the 
Architects’ Benevolent Society to!d me the 
pathetic story of the response which they 
have received to the special appeal 
recently made by letter in this and other 
journals for funds to assist the work of 
the Society in general and the completion 
of the Old Folks’ Homes project in par- 
ticular. 


I read the letter in this and several 
other journals. Did you? I registered the 
thought that I must * do something about 
it.” Did you? I did nothing. Did you? 

He went on to tell me of the relatively 
small total amount which they normally 
receive in a year compared with the total 
number of 17,000 registered architects 
who might be expected to assist their col- 
leagues in distress. Then he told me 
something of the actual cases which they 
try to help with the meagre funds at their 
disposal: the young architect with a wife 
and family who has contracted a lengthy 
illness and tries to keep the flag flying with 
only the National Assistance Board to 
help him; the penniless widow who has 
nursed her architect husband through a 
long and fatal illness. I need not go on: 
the imagination of anyone who calls him- 
self an architect is quite equal to visualis- 
ing the sort of misfortunes that one may 
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rear. Recently Mr. A. G. Carter, borough 
librarian of Warrington, blew (in Mr. 
Macmillan’s words) a toot for libraries.

Mr. CarTER told the conference that 78 
per cent. of municipal libraries were in 
the ‘veteran model’ class. . Since the 
war, he said, we had spent £300m. on 
schools, more than £4}m. on new school 
libraries, about the same on industrial 
libraries and less than £2m. on new pub- 
lic libraries. From a questionnaire he 
had sent to 51 municipal and county 
library authorities, he gathered that the 
plans of 20 of them had been deferred; 
although nearly 80 per cent. of munici- 
palities stated that new central libraries 
were desirable, there was nowhere any 
feeling of urgency, he said, even though 
the stocks of public libraries were 
doubling themselves every 28 years. 

We shall hope that Mr. Carter’s cry 
may reach the Ministry of Housing and 
Local Government; he is right in his 
appeal that the time has come when 
more encouragement should be given to 
the things of the spirit. 
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Do it now! If you don’t, perhaps you won't! 


encounter. 
God. 

I told my despairing friend, who gives 
a lot of time and hard work to his hon- 
orary job for the ABS, that I did not 
believe, in spite of all his evidence, that 
architects really are a stony-hearted race. 
I do not, in fact, believe that there is a 
single one of the 17,000 who would will- 
ingly see his colleague suffer; neither do 
I believe that out of the 17,000 there are 
more than 1,000 who positively cannot 
spare a bean. I also believe that out of 
the 16,000 who can there are probably 
about 8,000 who could spare several 
beans, whilst out of the 8,000 there are 
some who could spare quite a lot of 
beans. The real hazard is not whether 
they can, or even whether they are will- 
ing, to spare the money to help, but 
whether they will make the effort to write 
the cheque, buy the postal order, or 
register the letter that puts their good 
intentions into effect. There is the rub! 
The comfort or distress of our less fortu- 
nate colleagues hangs on such a thread! 

So will you justify my faith and help 
set yourself right with your conscience 
and mine—for we are all in it together?

Architect and Engineer 

To the Editor of The Builder 
IR,—It is not possible to give a short 
answer to the many questions raised 
in the discussion about the relationship 
between architects and engineers reported 
in The Builder of October 3. Generally, 
however, it would be true to say that col- 
laboration produces the best results when 
the architect knows enough about struc- 
tural engineering and the structural 
engineer knows enough about architec- 
ture. The extent and nature of the col- 
laboration must depend on the character 

of the work. 

Whether one man can embody in him- 
self the highest qualities of the two profes- 
sions is doubtful, for the simple reason that 
wsthetic and mathematical aptitudes rarely 
go together in a high degree; in fact, there 
is something rather incompatible about them. 
Wren is often quoted as an outstanding 
example of the artist-scientist and with good 
reason, but even he falls short of the ideal 
if we judge him by the risky structure of the 
dome area of St. Paul's, brilliantly inspired 
as that conception is. 

To-day there are but a few engineers— 
mostly foreign—who can also be ranked as 
architects, the two greatest, in my opinion, 

eing Nervi and Candela. On the other 
hand, there are, so far as I am aware, no 
architects who can be called engineers, 
which, if true, seems to confirm the supposi- 
sition that architects are generally weak on 
mathematics. 

Though it is probably true that architects 
are the stronger in conceptual imagination, 
it is the engineers who have, and always 
have had, the most daring structural ideas. 
What architect could design a complex shell- 
concrete structure and be confident of its 
stability? The calculations involved in such 
structures are said to be sometimes beyond 
the capacity even of some engineers. 

Candela believes (no doubt because of his 
own success) that the architect ought also 
to be his own engineer, and that in any 
case intuition should occupy a larger place 
than it does in structural design. It is easy 
to say that when you happen to be, as 
Candela is, an accomplished mathematician. 
I shudder when I hear the word intuition 
used in connection with structural design,

to see the heart of the Empire 
suffering from cubical thrombosis’! 


remembering the case, many years ago, of 
the London architect whose faith in intuition 
(or rule of thumb) resulted in the collapse 
of his building, the death of several persons, 
and a term of imprisonment for himself for 
manslaughter. 

Until we evolve the architeci-engineer type 
in sufficient numbers (if we ever do), col- 
laboration will be essential for all buildings 
of structural complexity. Whether it takes 
the form of a partnership, private consulta 
tion, or working with a commercial firm 
must depend on circumstances. Ideally the 
architect should (and I believe often does) 
have an adequate working knowledge of 
structural principles, the suitability of dif- 
ferent methods and systems to different pur- 
poses and of their relative economic 
advantages. 

As the man responsible for the conception 
there can be no question of the propriety of 
the architect’s claim to leadership, though 
surely the earlier all parties to a project can 
be brought into consultation the more suc- 
cessful it is likely to be.

* Ditto’ 
To the Editor of The Builder 

IR,—I am most intrigued by the letters 

that have appeared in The Builder 
concerning the use of the ubiquitous 
‘ditto’ in bills of quantities, and the 
examples quoted by your correspondents 
from Manchester and Bristol. I am now 
waiting with bated breath to discover that 
the believed extinct ‘do. do.’ still exists 
in some dusty forgotten corner of these 
isles. 

Mr. Rennie must be sadly unfortunate to 
discover the word ditto to be ‘ one of the 
more loosely used ambiguous terms of the 
day.’ The word ditto, whatever its concise 
meaning, can only be ambiguous when used 
in the wrong context and no amount of defi- 
nition or explanation in the preliminaries 
can possibly help if the word is still used 
ambiguously. It is my own personal experi- 
ence, and I believe that this is shared by 
most quantity surveyors, that of all the 
discord, difficulties and discussions that arise 
during a building contract, never once has 
one arisen over the meaning or interpretation 
of the word ditto in the text of the bill. 
*S.W.H.,’ of Bristol, came nearest to the 
truth in his offer of a suitable clause which 
inferred that ditto means whatever the con- 
text of the bill intends it to mean, but then 
if this is so why have a clause to tell us 
that it is so. Was it Humpty Dumpty in 
Alice who said ‘ When I use a word it means 
what I choose it to mean, neither more or 
less.’ 

Mr. Rennie invited criticism of his inter- 
pretation of the word ditto. May I take the 
opportunity of criticising his billing: the 
words ‘ as described ’ surely disappeared from 
the text of the bill during the same era as 
the extinct ‘do. do.’ referred to above. 

As criticism of ‘ S.W.H.’s billing (examples 
II and III) I can only suggest that the whole 
of this is horribly clumsy, and would appear 
much better as follows: 

A. 1 in x 5 in. Chamfered fascia planted 

on. 

B. | in. x 5 in, Chamfered and grooved 

ditto. 

C. 1 in. x 6 in. Chamfered grooved and 

rebated ditto. 

D. 14 in, x 7 in. Ditto do. 
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None of these items could possibly leav 
room for doubt as to its meaning. 

If this is compared with the original bili 
ing, you will note that, first, I have reverse« 
the sizes of the members as this order i 
that generally used in billing. Second, the 
description * grooved at back for }-in. eaves 
soffit boarding’ in Item B is redundant. One 
might just as well state the reason why 
Item A is chamfered and why Item C is 
rebated. Third, the measurement of scrib- 
ing to stonework is dubious ‘n itself, as no 
mention is made in the Standard Method. 
However, if it should be measured how 
much better to have a separate item—Labour 
scribe 1} in. softwood to stonework. This 
might then be followed with—Ditto 2 in. 
ditto. 

Purists might require that in the examples 
of the revised billing given above, the term 
‘Fascia’ should be the first word of the 
description in each case, but this is another 
argument.

Contemporary and Period Designs 
To the Editor of The Builder 
IR,—When public opposition is 
expressed against any proposal to 
erect a contemporary building adjacent 
to period work, the apologists for the 
former invariably justify themselves by 
contending that they are the true 
traditionalists inasmuch as the builders in 
previous ages built in the prevailing style 
when additions were made to earlier 
buildings, e.g., Gothic enlargements to 
churches with Norman cores. 

This contention merits further examina- 
tion. First, whilst the historical styles vary, 
they do have a basic unity of materials and 
there is a continuous historical sequence 
from the Norman style to the Perpendicular; 
on the other hand there is little affinity 
between traditional and some modern 
materials, and the contemporary style, by 
revolutionary methods, makes an abrupt 
entry into architecture. 

Second, there are historical examples 
where building was not carried out in the 
current style, but was designed to harmonise 
with the existing form, such as the four- 
teenth-century rebuilding of the nave arcade 
at St. Albans. 

Third, all historical additions to older 
buildings need not necessarily be endorsed. 
Many medieval churches have been spoilt 
by classical towers. To cite one example, 
the otherwise splendid church of Long Mel- 
ford, Suffolk, was disfigured by a_post- 
Reformation tower, and it is creditable to 
people of our own time that it has been 
replaced by a pseudo-Gothic one. 

The criterion of any work must be judged 
by the standards of proportion, harmony 
and fitness of purpose. As it is traditional 
for a true contemporary to criticise current 
forms, then I can claim to be truly 
contemporary.

TH Department Store forms part of a_ block 
development having a frontage to Above Bar-street, 
Bargate-street and to the new Inner Ring-road which has 
not yet been constructed. The client’s requirements were 
a departmental store and nine other shops. 

One of the principal matters affecting the planning of 
the building was the site levels ; there being a difference 
equal to approximately one-storey between the street level 
at the junction of Bargate-street and Above Bar-street and 
the service road, Spa-road, at the rear. Advantage was 
taken of these levels in planning the block and all loading 
and unloading takes place at first floor level. This 


decision had a material effect upon cost, since virtually no 
excavation was necessary. 

The departmental store is three-storeys in height. 
Almost the whole of the ground floor is devoted to sales 
area; the boilerhouse, main switch room, etc., are housed 
at this level, but underneath the service road. The first 
floor is largely given over to a fashion sales floor, but the 
administrative offices are also housed at this level. Ancil- 
lary accommodation is provided on the second floor, i.e., 
staff cafeteria and lounge together with a terraced roof 
garden, packing, despatch, stockroom, display studio, 
dress alteration workshop and staff sanitary accommoda- 
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tion and locker rooms. The fan room in . 7 
connection with the ventilating plant is Department Store, Southampton 


also housed at this level. 


The local authority, as ground land- 
lords and planning authority, laid down

main street elevation should be Portland 
stone. This requirement has been con- 
formed to by cladding the actual structural 
members of the building in reconstructed 
Portland stone and infilling with fenestra- 
tion and polished Welsh slate panels. It 
should be noted that the stone faced panels 
are in fact r.c. columns, so the structure of 
the building is expressed in its appearance. 
The ancient north-gate of Southampton is 
situated adjacent to the store, and due 
consideration was given to this fact in 
deciding upon the elevational treatment. 
Emphasis is given to the main entrance in 
Above Bar-street by a vertical feature 
finished in satin finished stainless steel with 
gold and black lettering. The problem 
before the architects in this connection was 





that the local authority was against any 
provision of signs above canopy level ; 
the clients were insistent that the B & H 
motif should be incorporated into the 
upper part of the fagade and also required 
a flagstaff to be provided. The conditions 
of both parties were met by the design of 
this feature, which was based on the 
medieval sword reflecting Southampton’s 
historical background and the yard-arm 
reflecting the town’s activity as a seaport. 
The shopfronts have window frames of 
satin finished stainless steel, the pre- 
dominant material being polished 
Napoleon marble relieved with biege 
marble. There is no fascia lettering. The 
range of armour plate doors to the two 
entrances in Above Bar-street and Bargate- 
street have above them panels of plate 
glass behind which are specially designed

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illuminated signs mounted on the ends of 
suspended ceilings. These contain forced 
draught heating units, being so sited as to 
counteract heat loss caused by the continual 
operation of the door. The canopy, which 
was an especial requirement of the clients, 
runs along the whole of the shopping 
frontage of about 200 ft. The underside is 
finished in narrow width chestnut boarding, 
and the fascia is finished in satin finished 
stainless steel to match the shopfront. 
Provision has been made in the canopy for 
drop blinds, should these be required. Two 
illuminated signs terminate the canopy at 
each end as an integral part of the design. 





The main staircase between the ground 
floor and the first floor is of reinforced 
concrete. It is fully covered with invisibly 
fixed carpeting. The balustrading is of 
nickel silver with plate glass infill panels. 
Behind the staircase is an abstract mural 
to form a background to this focal point of 
the store. The ground floor is finished in 
oak block flooring, apart from certain 
areas which are carpeted. The first floor 
sales area is fully carpeted ; thermoplastic 
vynil, and lino tile floors have been used in 
the offices, ancillary space and the second 
floor. 




















The internal movable shopfittings were 
designed by the American store architects, 
Messrs. Copeland, Novak and Israel, and 
the whole of the internal shopfitting was 
carried out under the direction of the 
architects. The colour schemes required 
the manufacture of a number of special 
colours. The secondary staircase is finished 
in grey terrazzo with wrot balustrades and 
hardwood handrail.

beginning of 1957, the new indices of 
building materials prices prepared by the 
Board of Trade. The change makes it 
clear that there was a peak of materials 
prices in the autumn of 1957, since when 
there has been a slight (but only a slight) 
decline. Labour costs have continued 
their rise, but (in consequence of falling 
materials prices and rising productivity) 
it may be presumed that the output price 
indices are still approximately constant at 
the level reached at the middie of last 


year—or a little lower in the case of 
housing. 
Retail prices have been fluctuating, 


but show no decided tendency to fall; it 
will be seen, however, that earnings per 
man-hour are keeping ahead of retail 
prices, showing (for instance) a rise of 
about 7 per cent. since the beginning of 
1957, as against a price rise of 4 per cent. 
The workers in the industry have not 
therefore been deprived of all the fruits 
of their greater productivity. 


New House Prices 

A check on the housing price figures, 
similar to that provided by Mr. Venning’s 
series for new non-housing work, can be 
obtained from the figures of new house 
prices published by the Co-operative Per- 
manent Building Society. These figures 
relate to the average purchase price of 
newly-built properties mortgaged to the 
Society; from the fourth quarter of 1956 
to the second quarter of 1958 they show a 
rise of fully 10 per cent., whereas the 
Ministry of Works figures show a rise of 
only 1 per cent. 

The main cause of this must be pre- 
sumed to be an increase in the average 
size of new houses built for private pur- 
chase, but it is difficult to believe that this 
is the sole explanation. The series ran 
closely together from 1952 to 1956, but 
diverged sharply in 1957 and 1958. One 
wonders if there has in fact been a sharp 
difference in the trend of house prices 
for private purchase and those for local 
authority account.

British Furniture for UNESCO 


1 seems both odd and regrettable that 

the Government felt financially unable 
to participate in the scheme for Unesco 
member-countries to furnish their Paris 
headquarters. This would have been a 
welcome, and surely businesslike, ‘ projec- 
tion of England,’ to quote the late Sir 
Stephen Tallents. 

Fortunately private enterprise has 
literally filled the void, through a com- 
mittee under the chairmanship of Mr. 
Leslie Julius of Hille’s. The gathering of 
firms and individuals contributing goods, 
services and donations is too large to list 
here, and credit (where it is undoubtedly 
due) can only be given collectively 
through the Unesco Gift Room Commit- 
tee—the room being that of the chair- 
man of the executive board. 

At a ‘token handing-over’ at Hille’s 
showrooms on October 6 the gift was 
received on behalf of HM Government 
by Sir Edward Boyle of the MoE. 

The furnishings were subsequently 
shown at Heal’s for a week from October 
8. As those who missed them will see 
from the illustration, Robin Day’s draw- 
ing, as co-ordinating designer, shows a 
rather sparse and non-committal assembly 
of good, run-of-the mill contemporary 
pieces for a working room. 

The subdued colour wisely plays up to 
the coo! buffs, tans and olives of the Ben 
Nicolson painting presented by _ the 
British Council. But even lush-fanciers 
must approve the beautiful golden-tan 
hides presented by the Leather Institute 
to cover one complete wall and the broad 
acres of the Top Executive’s desk-top.

sently cluttered with furniture: apart 
from Unesco’s office-warming the Tea 
Centre currently houses (until October 28) 
the Royal College of Art’s exhibition ‘A 
Room of Our Own, while round the 
corner at the Design Centre is ‘One 
Room Living’ (until November |). The 
coincidence of the two is not a bad thing. 

The Fornasetti exhibition which pre- 
ceded the RCA’s at the Tea Centre, how- 
ever, is both a distraction and a factor 
to be reckoned with; and retrospective 
reference must be made to it for complete- 
ness in a matter which needs, and has 
clearly prompted, some thought. The 
enigmatic Italian is not easy to follow, 
and I cannot altogether disclaim the 
double meaning in those words. He 
seems to have left our designers not only 
pensive but a little defensive. My own 
feeling is that his consummate taste in

borrowing from the equivalent of Georgi- 
ana and Victoriana, as a decorator rather 
than designer, is likely to have a wide 
appeal. 

Though the sources of inspiration are 
different, the RCA’s show follows nimbly 
on the heels of this forerunner, and even 
shows a clean pair of spikes of its own 
in quality as well as fashionableness and 
art-historical know-what. The general 
effect under Lady Casson’s direction was 
of a new coherence and focus in the work 
of the College’s far-flung outposts. 

Almost everything shown is, will or 
could be in early production; the College 
emphasises the support and interest of 
Industry in this. 


‘One Room Living’ 


Tue ColID’s contribution bears little 
relation to any element shared by Forna- 
setti and the RCA, but it is an important 
if slightly sobering reminder of the needs 
of those living, for necessity or preference, 
on one labour-saving level where space 
and budget are tight. A formidable 
challenge has been admirably met by the 
planner, Cynthia Wickham. Everything 
here is really off the peg. 

The three contrasted yet complementary 
events are provocative. The urge for 
something less universal even if less 
rational in personal possessions and sur- 
roundings is bound to increase in direct 
ratio to the purchasing-power to choose. 
Both public and designers have, one feels, 
become confused by too many summit 
talks about good design, made to appear 
separate from, or even sometimes opposed 
to, good taste. 

The clue, I suggest, is in a reference by 
Robin Darwin (which I have unfortun- 
ately mislaid) to ‘un-trammelling our 
design from Scandinavian influences.” If 
I do not misquote him, I venture to para- 
phrase both him and the nursery rhyme 
by wondering if too many of our own 
designers are not ‘clinging to the hand 
of Norse, for fear of doing something 
coarse.”

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SHELL SITE DISPUTE 


Pickets Demand Reinstatement 


THE POSITION on the South Bank site of 
the new Shell headquarters in London 
had improved by Wednesday, October 15, 
when 170 men were working on the site, 159 
of them highly skilled operatives, This 
improvement was attributed to statements 
made by union leaders that the site was not 
‘blacked’ and that trade unionists could 
accept jobs there. On October 8, when 
work on the site restarted, it had been pro- 
posed to begin work with 250 men, building 
up to 1,000 during the next four weeks. 

Pickets have demanded reinstatement of 
the 1,250 men discharged nearly three weeks 
ago by the contractors, Sir Robert 
McAlpine and Sons. The dismissals, which 
received the official support of the unions, 
were to end the activities of what both sides 
called an ‘irresponsible minority.’ 

Four men appeared at Tower Bridge Court 
on October 13 in connection with incidents 
which took place near the Shell site on 
October 11. Three of the men were fined 
£5 each. The other asked for a remand so 
that he could be legally represented. The 
case was adjourned until October 23. 


BELVEDERE STOPPAGE 


Tue discipliriary dismissal of 240 men 
working on the new power station at Belve- 
dere, Kent, was announced on October 13 by 
two firms of contractors, John Brown Land 
Boilers, of Clydebank, and Sir William 
Arrol and Co., of Glasgow. This involves 
the stopping of both firms’ work on the site. 
There was a mass walk-out at the power 
station site on October 10 in support of the 
South Bank pickets. The employers, how- 
ever, emphasised that work was stopped as 
a result of a series of unconstitutional 
actions. The unions were not consulted.

A HUNDRED YEARS AGO 

From The Builder of October 16, 1858 

LIGHTING THE First SLATE QUARRY 
witH Gas.—This slate quarry is situated 
near Festiniogg, North Wales: it belongs 
to Samuel Holland, esq., and is worked 
through different levels into the side of 
the mountain, to the distance of more 
than 1,000 ft. The mode used is to make 
openings in the solid slate rock, at the end 
of the tunnels, 30 ft. wide, high and long. 
and then to leave a pillar of slate of the 
same dimensions, before making another 
opening. In these excavations no daylight 
can enter, the light of candles having 
been the only means by which the men 
worked up to this spring, when the pro- 
prietor employed Mr. George Walcott, 
engineer, to erect gas-works, and fit up 
the slate quarry for gas. These works 


have been now in operation two or three 
months, and the quarry-owner says that 
much more work is done in those places 
where the gas is in operation than where 
it is still lighted with candles.

New Society’s Second Meeting

_ In discussing the report of the organisation 
and finance sub-committee, it was decided 
that the recommendation would be made to 
the next general meeting that * The Society 
should be controlled by a General Council 
part of which is to be elected nationally and 
part regionally, and an Executive Committee, 
elected from, and by, the General Council. 
Also certain designated officers to be elected 
nationally.” 

The negotiations sub-committee reported 
progress in connection with their investiga- 
tions into the position regarding architects’ 
salaries and conditions, and also are making 
arrangements to meet the heads of other 
societies and associations.

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Structural Engineers’ Jubilee 


Jubilee Exhibition 


O mark the occasion of its fiftieth anni- 
versary the Institution of Structural 
Engineers arranged a number of special 
events including an exhibition of models and 
photographs depicting notable structural 
engineering work carried out by British 
designers in recent years. The exhibition 
was held at Leighton House Art Gallery, 12 
Holland Park-road, Kensington, W14 from 
October 6-11. 

Sir HuGH Beaver, KBE, MICE, in open- 
ing the exhibition said: ‘I am not sure that I 
would know how to define—against all cri- 
ticism and all challenge—the qualifications 
of a structural engineer; and I do not know 
that it. matters, Like the famous epitaph 
of Christopher Wren—who would certainly 
have qualified to be a structural engineer (if 
he had not perhaps failed by his faulty 
knowledge of soil structure and load bear- 
ing!}—If you require justification (that is my 
own slight amendment) look round. 

* This fine exhibition is not only a remark- 
able display of what your profession has 
achieved and of the wide field which you 
have made your special interest, but also an 
indication to the thoughtful person of the 
almost limitless horizons that stretch before 
you. 

“There is one thing that engineers and 
architects must remember—but alas do not 
always do so—and that is that there must be 
discipline and order and science in the use 
of the vast range of new materials and new 
constructional methods that are available. I 
remember well the ill-disguised hostility of 
one old partner of mine to what he called 
“this ferro-concrete stuff.” And many indeed 
have been the failures in the past where the 
designers of reinforced concrete had not the 
experience or knowledge to protect the rein- 
forcement from ‘corrosion of air or sea. 

: Engineering is a discipline. That is some- 
thing that it is necessary always to have in 
mind. Because as more and more of the 
forces of nature get tamed to our use, as 
wider and wider grows our knowledge of 
how to exploit science; so does it become 
more and more certain that the future of 
civilisation depends on our ability to disci- 
pline our use of knowledge. 


‘Disciplined Science’ 

“I have not wandered as far as you might 
think from the subject of your Institution 
and your Exhibition. This here is disciplined 
science. You are right to be proud of these 
many and remarkable exhibits of your skill. 
You are right to show them with some justi- 
fiable satisfaction to the world, They are a 
true confirmation of the foresight of the 
founders of the Institution 50 years ago, and 
they point the way over the next 10 or 20 
years at least—if not perhaps as far as 50 
years. 

“I congratulate you on this record of your 
achievements. I confidently hope that your 
next 50 years will be even more productive.’

‘THE STRUCTURAL ENGINEER 
AT LARGE’ 


Presidential Address 


M® GORDON S. McDONALD, 
MIStructE, MIMunE, in his Presi- 
dential Address entitled ‘The Structural 
Engineer at Large” before the Institution of 
Structural Engineers at 11 Upper Belgrave- 
street, SW1, on October 2 said: I am deeply 
conscious of the honour you have conferred 
upon me in electing me to the Presidency 
of this great Institwtion and I feel rather 
overwhelmed and humbled at the prospect 
of successfully following in the footsteps of 
so many brilliant men who have occupied 
this position in the past. It is indeed a 
source of great satisfaction to me personally 
that you have thought fit to choose for this 
office one who is a ‘provincial,’ and who 
commenced his association with this Institu- 
tion through its Midland Counties Branch. 

All the members of that particular branch 
are extremely gratified that one of its past 
chairmen should have the distinction of 
being President in the Silver, Jubilee year of 
the granting of our Royal Charter on May 
4, 1934, particularly having in mind that 25 
years ago Sir Arnold Waters, VC, DSO, 
MC, a prominent personage in the Mid- 
lands and a close friend of mine, occupied 
this chair at that time. I appreciate there- 
fore the heavy responsibility which you have 
entrusted to me in this outstanding year 
and for the next 12 months I shall dedicate 
myself to the best of my ability to the further 
advancement of the already high prestige of 
the Institution. 


Year of Celebrations 

As you are all aware the 50th anniversary 
of the foundation of the Institution took 
place on July 21 of this year and I owe a 
debt of gratitude to my immediate prede- 
cessor, the Jubilee President, Sir Alfred 
Pugsley, for his kindly co-operation in agree- 
ing to the inclusion in my year of office of 
the many forthcoming celebrations. 

I realised many years ago that the art of 
structural engineering is the true basis of 
all engineering, because there is nothing in 
the world which, either by its very existence 
in its natural state or by some process of 
manufacture into something useful to man- 
kind, is not in some way connected with 
structural engineering. The importance of 
our work must therefore never be under- 
estimated. 5 

Many members of the general public have 
mo conception at all of the term ‘structural 
engineering’ and unless they have had some 
engineering or scientific training it is very 
difficult to explain it to them. I would say 
simply that structural engineering is the pro- 
cess of fashioning various materials and fix- 
ing them together to form a permanent 
structure. 

In order to achieve this objective, men in 
many different spheres of activity have to 
be included in the production team. There 
are the manufacturers with their extensive 
factories and their teams of experts: the 
building contractors with their wide know- 
ledge of modern methods of construction: 
the independent consulting engineers with 
their unbiased views on economical tech- 
nical design: and lastly but perhaps fore- 
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most .in importance, the scientists anj 
research workers who contribute so muct 
to our overall knowledge of any particula 
subject. 

In this Institution we have always strive 
to maintain a balance of thought betwee; 
theory and practice and you will find tha 
the constitution of each of our committe 
is based on this fundamental idea. No prais 
can be too high for the work of the scientis 
whose expert knowledge is based on lonj 
and intensive research, but it is the practic 
man who has to put the theories to the tes 
and only when he is satisfied with the result 
can we with confidence put any theory int 
general practice. 

In the engineering world the structura 
engineer is playing a role of ever-increasing 
importance, for his work is an essential pa 
of any section of industry or commercd 
which concerns the building of a structure 


Factory Construction 


One of the most important spheres o 
structural engineering as far as industry i 
concerned is, of course, the construction o 
modern factories, where the prime factor i 
the provision of the maximum availabilit 
of floor space, together with _first-clas 
arrangements for heating, lighting and ven 
tilation. The structural engineer of toda 
is highly appreciative of these problems an 
in his designs hé strives to limit his column 
stanchions and supports for his superstrug 
ture to the absolute minimum in size anf 
number. 

The benefit of this approach to facto 
design is amply demonstrated in th 
increased output per square foot of floo 
area which inevitably occurs when the opera 
tives are working in such favourable co 
ditions as compared with the cramped work 
ing conditions of the past. The efforts o 
the structural designer in producing nev 
methods of roof construction and framin 
units have contributed largely to th 
efficiency of the modern factory, but I fea 
that these efforts are not appreciated by a 
manufacturers, some of whom still seize or 
any available floor space for yet anothel 
machine, until the factory is so overloade 
with motors, belting and shafting’ that con 
ditions deteriorate rapidly and relative out 
put drops considerably. 

The beneficial work of the structur 
designer is much more obvious in the for 
going sphere of activity than in other field 
of engineering where his influence is no 
quite so apparent since it is perhaps ove’ 
shadowed by the considerations involved if 
the main project, which may be of immen 
benefit to the general public, but which h 
no direct bearing on any particular industry 
I refer to matters such as main drainag 
flood relief, sewage treatment and wat 
supply. 

To the average person the construction 0 
a sewer seems to have little to do with 
structural engineering and indeed wher 
operating in open country there are fe 
problems of that nature encountered, Where 
however, one is dealing with a densely built 
up area and the sewer has to be laid aj 
some considerable depth through congested 
streets then the overall picture is a very dif 
ferent one. Here the engineer is confronted 
with many cases where special designs 0! 
precautions are necessary in order to protec! 
adjacent buildings from damage or possibl 
collapse and such measures are nearly 
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niways carried out while the premises are 
till in occupation. It says much for the 
kill of the engineers that we seldom hear 
yf the collapse of a building. 

| would say that here we see the structural 
pngineer at his best in coping with the many 
ntricate and possibly dangerous problems 
ncountered in providing adequate support 
o the buildings. 

The design of a modern sewage treatment 
orks demands, initially, a knowledge of 
nany subjects completely foreign to the 
tructural engineer and, where adequate site 
pace is available and there are no specific 
roblems such as the treatment of difficult 
rade waste, the construction of the various 
units is of a comparative easy structural 
nature, entailing the use of mass brickwork 
or concrete in its simplest form. If, how- 
-ver, through restriction of space or the com- 
plicated nature of the sewage to be dealt 
with, a particular form of treatment is re- 
uired, then the various units have to be 
designed specially in order to house the 
necessary operational plant. 


Demand for More Water 


With the growth of industry and the ever 
increasing improvement of our standards of 
living more and more water is in demand 
land the harnessing of the natural supplies, 
both surface and underground, is a 
fascinating field of work for the engineer. 
Inevitably there are somewhere in the line 
between the collecting and delivery, points 
where an expert knowledge of structural 
engineering is essential. The design and con: 
struction of impounding reservoirs has 
always been a specialised subject and the 
modern hydro-electric scheme presents even 
more intricate problems than hitherto. 

I hope that the few examples I have 
quoted are sufficient to stress the importance 
and all-embracing necessity for the work of 
the structural engineer in which our great 
Institution plays so prominent a part. 

I have heard it mooted on several occa- 
sions that too many engineering institutions 
exist today and that an enormous amalgama- 
tion should take place so that we all speak 
to the world with one voice, but such a step 
would, in my opinion, lead to utter chaos 
and the foreigner would be even tore 
puzzled than he is today as to the meaning 
of any British professional title. I cannot 
conceive that any single professional body 
could completely control so many specialised 
branches of engineering, particularly from 
the point of view of providing adequate 
technical education. I feel sure that our 
present high standard of qualifying examina- 
tions would rapidly deteriorate and our 
future engineers would be in the category of 
‘ Jack of all trades and Master of none. 
There may possibly be some room for a 
Joint Council of Chartered British Engineers, 
similar to the Engineers’ Council for Pro- 
fessional Development set up in the USA 
but such a body should only have consulta- 





tive powers on matters of general national 
policy and should in no way interfere with 
the internal affairs of any particular institu- 
tion, If such a body were formed I have no 
hesitation in suggesting that our Institution, 
in view of the services rendered by structural 
engineers to members of all other pro- 
fessions, should be strongly represented and 
should be in the forefront of leadership. 
Whilst I deprecate any amalgamation, I 


am most anxious that we shall collaborate 
to the utmost possible degree with other 
technical bodies whose work is com- 
plementary to our own and I would mention 
in particular the Royal Institute of British 
Architects. Modern buildings being con- 
Structed in this country today are 
undoubtedly a credit to the architects 
concerned, 

Now a brief word on educational matters, 
in which I have been very interested over 
the past few years. We have already revised 
our Examination Syilabus in the light of 
modern requirements as to the standard of 
technical education, and this has been 
propagated amongst the various teaching 
establishments throughout the country. 

I am particularly interested in the setting 
up of Readerships or ‘Chairs of Structural 
Engineering’ and I can assure our friends 
in the universities and colleges that any 
request from them for advice in this direc- 
tion will be welcomed by the Council and 
the Institution will do all in its power to 
produce the desired result. Unfortunately, 
the Institution is in no position to provide the 
necessary finance for this purpose, and it is 
only by the ready aid of industrial concerns 
that we can be enabled to use our influence 
for the provision of adequate technical 
education, so- that the ever-increasing 
demands made by industry for trained young 
engineers can adequately be met. 

In conclusion, I am sure that we are all 
looking forward with great interest to our 
Jubilee Conference in London. The papers 
being presented cover a wide field and I am 
confident that they will serve to demonstrate 
how widespread and all-important is the art 
of structural engineering. Even more 
striking will be the demonstration of the 
collaboration and teamwork between the 
scientist and the practical engineer and how 
the work of each is so important to the other 
in both design and execution of the work. 


MODERN HOUSE-BUILDING 
METHODS 
Swedish Climbing Crane 


A NEW METHOD of casting entire concrete 
wall elements of up to 30 ft. lengths in steel 
moulds is gaining ground in Sweden. It has 
many advantages besides the time-saving 
factor, such as producing a completely 
smooth surface, saving plywood, etc. The 
method is, however, dependent on teamwork 
with powerful building cranes. 

One type, specially designed for this pur- 
pose, is the so-called climbing Lindén-crane 
made by the Visteras firm of AB Byggnads- 
kranar. It is also adaptable for other types 
of building methods, and can be seen all 
over Sweden at the top of the highest build- 
ings, including the new skyscraper centre in 
Stockholm. When used with the steelcasting 
method, they lift the steel moulds along a 
specially constructed platform on _ the 
ground, shifting the position from day to 
day as the house grows lengthwise. The wall 
sections dry in one night. 

An example of how large housing units 
are erected quickly by this means is shown 
in a series of nine-storey houses built at the 
Stockholm suburb of Taby. The blocks are 
165 ft. long and 52 ft. wide, each being 
served by two cranes and 14 men, including 
six carpenters. The combined concrete-cast- 
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ing method and the use of the Lindén-cranes 
halved the building time and saved the con- 
tractors £7,000 in interest on the building 
credit for two blocks of houses. 

The Lindéncranes were first developed 
some 10 years ago, when there was a shortage 
of foreign-built cranes in the country. They 
have been improved and perfected from year 
to year, and since 1955 they have been in 
quantity production. About 100 can be found 
in neighbouring countries and even in other 
continents. 


OBITUARY 
Arthur C. Fare, RWA, FRIBA 


RTHUR C. FARE, whose death took 

place on October 7 at the age of 84, 
was an architect who was also one of 
the great perspective draughtsmen of 
his time. In watercolour and, even more 
remarkably in pencil, he delineated the 
architectural scene in a manner which 
brought pleasure to many. Fare was an 
assistant’ with Messrs. Silcock and Reay, 
the architects, when he was commissioned 
to do drawings of the Piccadilly Hotel and 
Regent-street for Norman Shaw. This was 
the beginning of a series of monumental 
drawings of London, real or conjectured, 
which he carried out for architects and 
other clients among whom is to be 
numbered The Builder which com- 
missioned him to draw the new Waterloo 
Bridge with the City scene in the back- 
ground; Lutyens’ scheme for the layout 
of the Trafalgar Square fountains and 
sculptures; and the remarkable composi- 
tion ‘Fifty Years of Architecture, 
1892-1942’ which he drew to com- 
memorate the Centenary of this news- 
paper, following on the famous drawing 
which H. W. Brewer, The Builder 
draughtsman, executed to mark the 
Golden Jubilee in 1892. 

Fare worked with many architects, until 
comparatively recently, being a partner of 
the late C. F. Taylor, the Bath architect. 
But it is as an artist that his fame will rest 
securely. His facility with the pencil gave 
him and the many hundreds who bought 
his drawings and sketches great pleasure. 
He was a popular member of the Bristol 
Savage Club, a member of the Royal Western 
Academy and had had many drawings hung 
in the Royal Academy and the Bristol Art 
Gallery. Kindly and generous by nature, 
Fare will be mourned not only as an accom- 
plished artist but as a dear and loyal friend. 


William L. Wood

Industrialisation Problems in the Tropics 


TOWN AND COUNTRY PLANNING SUMMER SCHOOL ADDRESS 


N the Overseas Section of the Town 
and Country Planning Summer 
School held at Bangor from August 20 
to 27, an address was given on ‘ Industrial- 
isation Problems in the Tropics’ by Mr. 
JocELYN G. CLaRK, MA. From this we 
take the following extracts:— 

The question of industrialisation has 
acquired added importance in most 
under-developed areas because, in the 
minds of most people in those countries, 
industrialisation has become synonymous 
with progress and the establishment of a 
modern society. The mood of national 
assertion, and the desire to ‘catch up’ 
with countries which are more advanced 
from an economic point of view, has pro- 
vided an almost irresistible urge to 
industrialise at all and at any cost. Deep 
and undesirable emotions are involved. 
The task of the friendly outsider is to help 
where he can with capital and technical 
skills, and, when he is asked, with 
detached advice on how best to proceed 
with industrialisation, and how to make 
it succeed. 

In practice, industrialisation is only one 
facet, though a very important one, of 
development; and it constitutes only part 
of any national investment programme. 
There are in substance four main types of 
investment: in public utilities, in agricul- 
ture, in industry and in commerce. 


The Overall Aim 


The overall aim of any government 
should be to ensure that the four types of 
investment mentioned above proceed in 
step since otherwise one backward sector 
will inevitably tend to drag down the 
others. A second aim of policy should be 
to ensure that the right amount of invest- 
ment is taking place; this can be broadly 
defined as the maximum amount possible 
within the limits of total available 
domestic savings plus imports of capital 
from abroad. If investment exceeds this 
aggregate, the inevitable result will be the 
depletion of foreign exchange reserves 
and probably inflation, which distorts the 
economy, causes social dislocations and 
frustrates the future will to save. In the 
long run, the amount of investment which 
can be carried out will be determined by 
the success of present efforts to increase 
savings, and great emphasis should there- 
fore be laid on this factor. 

The aspect of industrialisation which is 
probably of greatest immediate concern 
to town and country planners is probably 
that of location. But it is necessary, 
before preparing any specific town plans, 
to make an assessment regarding the 
number and size of industries which are 
likely to be established in a given area. 
An appreciation of this kind demands a 
general understanding of the problems 
and obstacles to industrialisation and of 
the policy measures which are likely to 
encourage or discourage this kind of 
development. 

The five basic requirements of any 
programme of _ industrialisation are 
capital, labour, raw materials, power and 





markets. A common feature of under- 
developed countries is a shortage of 
domestic capital. Many governments 
raise capital by means of a current 
budget surplus, and use these funds for 
development projects. In practice, the 
funds which governments can raise in 
this way are usually barely adequate to 
provide for the buildings of roads and 
other means of communication, and the 
establishment of electricity and other 
basic public utilities. These are sectors of 
the economy which nowadays can usually 
only be developed by the government 
itself, and little money is left over to 
spend on industrialisation projects. Toa 
large extent industrialisation is therefore 
necessarily dependent upon the provision 
of capital from the private sector of the 
economy, and from abroad. A further 
feature of many under-developed coun- 
tries is that what private savings do occur 
tend to find their way into the acquisition 
of tangible assets such as land and build- 
ings rather than into industrial ventures. 
There are several reasons for this. The 
return on land and real estate is usually 
higher than can be expected from 
industry, and the investment is also less 
risky. Interest rates in poor countries 
are generally extremely high; the legal 
maximum, which in practice is often ex- 
ceeded, is sometimes almost 50 per cent. 
per annum, and owners of capital prefer 
to make market loans at these high rates 
of interest rather than risk their savings in 
lower yielding industrial ventures. The 
absence of an organised money market or 
stock exchange necessarily acts as a brake 
on the development of industry. Long 
habit and institutional weaknesses are 
such that the best that can reasonably be 
expected in these countries is slow pro- 
gress in establishing the basic conditions 
under which private savings and capital 
will be made available for future 
industry. 


It is often true that those industries 
which are most likely to succeed in the 
tropics are initially those which require 
little power, or those which provide their 
own power. Sugar factories, sawmills 
and mills extracting palm oil from the 
fruit are typical of industries which pro- 
vide their required power by burning 
their own waste material. 


Thus, while certain areas in the tropics 
are quite richly endowed with raw 
materials, there are frequently disabilities 
stemming from the size and wealth of 
the domestic markets, and some obstacles 
to rapid industrialisation arising from 
limitations in regard to capital, labour 
and power. 


Choice of Industries 


When dealing with an area as vast as 
the tropics it is, of course, not possible 
to make a simple list of industries which 
can or cannot be successfully established; 
situations vary too much from one place 
to another. But there is at least one basic 
economic criterion which is perhaps 
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worth keeping in mind, i.e., the cost 
transport. 

Industries which use local ra 
materials and manufacture for expo 
may well be successful if the raw materi 
loses weight or bulk in the course of pr 
cessing. Take, for instance, the timb 
industry. Nearly half of the weight of 
log is lost in the course of sawing it int 
timber; there is therefore a prima faci 
case for establishing the sawmill close t 
the tropical forest and exporting saw 
timber rather than incurring the costs 
transporting the heavier and bulkier lo 
and processing them in a foreign import 
ing country. The same consideratio 
can apply also to the establishment o} 
plywood factories. On the other hand, 
furniture factory manufacturing f 
export may not be a good candidate, sinc 
the cost of transporting bulky furnitur 
will be greater than carrying sawn timber 

Generally speaking, the most promisin 
industries will be those which use loca 
raw materials to manufacture for th 
home market, provided the market i 
large or wealthy enough. The leas 
promising will be those which u 
imported raw materials and manu 
facture for export. Such industries ca 
usually thrive only where labour i 
highly skilled or unusually cheap, an 
labour in the tropics is not cheap whe 
compared, for instance, to Japan or Hon 
Kong. 




















Location of Industry 


The only economic test to be applie 
when considering the establishment of a 
industry is whether it can, after a reason; 
able ‘ running in’ period, manufacture af 
competitive prices. The only competition} 
may be from imported goods and hence 
the determination of what are competitive 
prices should be made on the basis of 
their landed cost after payment of exist: 
ing import duties. If these import duties 
have to be raised permanently to promote 
domestic production there is a primd 
facie case for declaring the industry 
uneconomic and not setting it up. 

One of the ways in which government 
can assist industrialisation is by the pro- 
vision of industrial estates. Because land 
ownership and title is often unclear and 
uncertain in the tropics, the acquisition of 
suitable sites is often a costly and pro- 
tracted business for prospective industria- 
lists and the action of the government in 
selling or leasing suitable land close to 
available means of communication can 
often be most helpful. Many industries 
are complementary to each other and a 
direct saving in cost may well arise if they 
are located one next to another in an 
industrial estate. A brewery, a bottle 
factory, a bottle cap manufacturer and a 
label printer will all derive advantage 
from being in close proximity to each 
other rather than spread over the country- 
side, and the final product will be more 
competitive in price.

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which are often overlooked. The con- 
centration of industry which an estate 
implies may strain the railroads and 
demands for power, and necessitate 
investment in public utilities which would 
not be required to the same extent if in- 
dustry were diffused around the country. 
In particular, heavy new demand for 
housing near the estates is likely to prove 
expensive and may give rise to local 
inflationary pressures, which in turn 
would affect wages and make the indus- 
tries themselves less competitive. A spread 
of industry across the country is likely 
to provide more balanced economic 
development, to afford wider opportuni- 
ties for the teaching of new technical 
skills and to prevent the emergence of 
industrial labour problems inherent in the 
concentration of industry. The new 
towns which spring up around industrial 
estates act as a magnet to village and 
country people all around, and the old 
social order and traditions break down in 
the sudden strain of close city living. 
Social and political problems are there- 
fore created which have in turn wide and 
often adverse economic effects. 


It also has to be observed that indus- 
trial estates are often not suitable for 
larger units with special requirements. 
Some industries need special dock facili- 
ties; others require large supplies of water 
or have problems of disposal of waste 
materials; there may also be questions 
of noise, such as from workshops doing 
engine testing and overhauling; of fumes 
from chemical industries, or smells, for 
instance, from hides and skins units. In 
other cases, notably the mining industries, 
the location has to be close to the raw 
materials; to save transport costs, ply- 
mills also have to be near the forest; and 
speed of processing if chemical deteriora- 
tion is not to set in demands that planta- 
tion processing should often be located 
inside the plantation area. 


Misleading Comparisons 

When planning industrial estates there 
is a need for realistic expert treatment of 
the technical requirements of industry, 
such as electric power, ventilation, re- 
frigeration, etc. It is dangerous to apply 
temperate zone experience to the tropics 
without taking into account some of the 
special factors which prevail there. 

Thus, while the provision of industrial 
estates can be helpful in some cases, and 
can on occasions indeed be a necessary 
prerequisite to industrialisation in under- 
developed areas, care should be exercised 
to ensure that they do not become a focal 
point for all new industries, including 
some which could equally be settled else- 
where. 

Taxation is one of the vital factors 
which the foreign industrialist will take 
into account when considering establish- 
ing an industry in the tropics. Indus- 
irialists accept that their foreign activities 
should be subject to local taxation, but 
they will generally be attracted to those 
countries where taxation is lowest. All 
things being equal, the foreign industria- 
list will invest in a country where he feels 
there is least xenophobia and least chance 
of his being taxed just because he is a 
foreigner. 


A NEW SYSTEM OF WALL, 


CONSTRUCTION 
Using the ‘Queen Closer’ Brick 


wrt is claimed to be an improved 
system of wall construction has 
been devised by Mr. Alfred Ernest White, 
a builder, of ‘ Hollyness, Kempley, nr. 
Dymock, Glos. 

The invention is described in a provi- 
sional patent specification, from which 
the accompanying particulars and illus- 
tration are extracted. It comprises an 
inner and an outer skin, each alternate 





course being composed of stretcher 
bricks and queen closer bricks, that is, a 
course of stretcher bricks in one skin 
being at the same level as a correspond- 
ing course of queen closer bricks in the 
other skin and spaced therefrom by a 
small cavity which is subsequently filled 
with water-resisting substance. Water- 
proofed cement mortar may be used for 
the beds and side joints of the brickwork 
and for filling the cavity, so that each 
individual brick of each skin, with the 
exception of end bricks, is covered on 
five of its six faces. 

The drawing shows a corner of a brick- 
work wall structure made in accordance with 
the invention. In the top course the bricks 
(2) of the outer skin are of normal size, 
namely 9 in. long by 44 in. wide, by 3 in. 
high, and laid as stretchers, and the bricks 
(4) of the inner skin are queen closers 9 in. 
long, by 2} in. wide, by 3 in. high, also 
laid in the manner of stretchers and spaced 
from the outer skin by a gap (12) of 3 in., 
making a total width from face to face of 
74 in. 

In the next course down the bricks (6) of 
the outer course are queen closers, while 
the bricks (8) of the inner course are normal 
stretchers. To make the joints break even 
the brick (10) is used, the size being 24 in. 
by 2% in. by 3 in. high. The outer face of 
the outer skin and the inner face of the 
inner skin are flush faces, the stretcher 
bricks (2) covering the gap between the 
stretcher brick (8) of the inner skin and the 
closer trick (2) of the outer skin. The gap 
(12) between the skins is filled with the same 
cement used for bedding and side joints 
as the-construction proceeds, A normal 
thickness of bedding is used, so that seven 
courses give a height of approximately 2 ft. 

There are no header bricks, in fact no 
brick extends continuously from the outer 
face to the inner face, and it is therefore 
impossible for water to reach the inner face 
by percolation through the bricks. The 
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system provides a bonded structure in both 
horizontal and vertical directions and an 
intermediate dampcourse extending con- 
tinuously throughout the length and height 
of the structure. It is claimed that such a 
wall has a strength comparable to that of a 
solid wall and greater than that of a normal 
cavity wall of the same thickness, and that 
there is a saving of approximately 25 per 
cent. in the bulk of bricks used and over 4 
of floor space occupied by brickwork. A 
chartered quantity surveyor has calculated 
that the construction results in a saving of 
5s. 9d. per sq. yd., or approximately 16.3 per 
cent. over normal 11-in. cavity wall construc- 
tion. 

In connection with a bungalow built by 
Mr. White at Kempley, the surveyor of the 
Newent RDC has commented favourably 
on the system, while the bricklayer employed 
has testified to laying 1,000 bricks a day. 
A brick manufacturer has stated that if the 
system were launched on a commercial scale 
he could make and supply the queen closer 
bricks at 334 per cent. less cost over the 
standard size bricks in all qualities. 

Commenting on the system, a technical 
correspondent points out the difficulty of 
making a useful decision about it until the 
results of tests as to rain penetration and 
insulation are available. In the case of the 
bungalow the work was done by a very com- 
petent bricklayer under Mr. White’s super- 
vision and waterproofed mortar was used, 
which seems essential. It has to be remem- 
bered that a bungalow, especially where the 
walls are to some extent protected by over- 
hanging eaves, is not so vulnerable as the 
gable wall of a two-storeyed house. Should 
the tests prove satisfactory, the system 
might have advantages in reducing costs and 
might appeal to local authorities in connec- 
tion with extensive housing schemes, or to 
private developers where the bricklayers 
could be quickly trained in the new tech- 
nique and constant supervision was avail- 
able. In the case of the ordinary private 
architect who is chiefly engaged on single 
houses there might be difficulties over super- 
vision and possibly increased cost due to a 
new method which the bricklayer would 
have to spend time in learning. Furthermore, 
unless the system were sponsored by prac- 
tically all the brickfields the architect would 
be tied to certain makers. Nevertheless, the 
system has distinct possibilities, and the 
results of the fact-finding inquiry which it 
is understood is being undertaken will be 
awaited with interest. 


COLONEL JAGO 
Cast for Mock Arbitration

Royce, another Past President of the Insti- 
tute, Swillerton and Toomer respectively. 

Mr. Woodbine Parish is to be Counsel 
for Colonel Jago, with Mr. Stenning acting 
for the builder, and Mr. H. A. Close, Legal 
Officer, NFBTE, for the architect. 
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LONDON COUNTY COUNCIL 
' Hyde Park Corner Underpass 


MMEDIATELY parliamentary powers 

were given on August 1, the London 
County Council gave the order to start work 
on the diversion of the King’s Scholars Pond 
relief sewer under Hyde Park Corner, for 
which a contract had been placed in advance. 
Much of this work, now in progress, will be 
about 40 ft. under ground and unseen by 
passers by. This work will be completed by 
June, 1959, 

The next big job to begin shortly is the 
diversion of certain underground mains and 
cables. These two operations will clear the 
way for the underpass and subways. A 
flexible plan for traffic while road works are 
being carried out is being agreed with the 
police and others concerned. 

During 1957 and earlier this year the LCC 
approved an estimate of over £1m. for buy- 
ing property, and appointed an engineering 
consultant for detailed design drawings for 
the underpass and subways; the Council’s 
Chief Engineer and its Architect were 
already preparing all other designs, drawings 
and specifications. 

All this work will mean that tenders can 
be invited for major road works to begin 
in October, 1959. These are expected to be 
completed during the latter half of 1962. 
The scheme is estimated to cost £5,380,000, 
towards which the LCC will receive 
exchequer grant of about £4m. 


Strand Widening 

Work will begin shortly on the completion 
of the widening of the Strand between 
George-court and Northumberland-street. 
The work now to be carried out includes 
the widening of the Strand on the south side 
between George-court and Craven-street and 
the diversion of Hungerford-lane into 
Craven-street. The existing carriageway will 
be increased to 62 ft. and a footway 15 ft. 
wide will be provided. This improvement 
will be carried out in conjunction with the 
widening of Villiers-street. 

The widening involves taking land from 
the forecourt of Charing Cross Station and 
from the properties 32-50 Strand, which are 
now being redeveloped. 

The Council, in its General Powers Bill 
of 1957, obtained the necessary approval to 
the provision of pedestrian subways at the 
western end of the Strand, and the siting 
and other necessary details are now being 
examined in consultation with the Ministry 
of Transport and Civil Aviation. This final 
stage of the road works, which will take 
approximately 5 months to complete, will 
cost about £19,000, and will be undertaken 
by J. Murphy and Sons, Ltd., 43 Charteris- 
road, Finsbury Park, N4. 

The work is under the direction of the 
LCCs Chief Engineer, Mr. J. Rawlinson, 
CBE, MEng, MICE, assisted by the Senior 
Divisional Engineer, Mr. F. M. Fuller, OBE, 
BSc (Eng.), MICE. 


Restoration of the City Churches 


Mr. RosBerT Vicars asked the chairman 
of the Town Planning Committee on October 
7, if any views had been expressed by the 
Council to the Lord Bishop of London 
regarding the restoration of City churches 
and, if so, what views. Would he arrange 
for the matter to be considered by 
the Town Planning Committee with a 


.view to the adoption of a_ policy, 
which had regard both to reality and to the 
wishes of the Church of England authorities? 

In reply Mr. RicHARD EDMONDS said 
the answer to the first part of the question 


was * Yes.” He continued: “The Royal Fine 
Art Commission asked the Council to 
express a view upon the Commission’s 


assessment of the relative importance, on 
architectural and historical grounds, of the 
twelve war-damaged City churches whose 
restoration has not yet begun, The Com- 
mission regarded four as beyond repair, 
thought the preservation of the remaining 
eight desirable, but considered that if that 
were not possible, then three churches plus 
the towers of two others should be restored 
at all costs, and one other church if possible. 

‘The Commission were informed that the 
Council considered that the two towers and 
the whole of the other six churches were 
worthy of preservation and considered that 
every effort should be made to secure this. 
The Council also observed that for planning 
reasons the sites of two of the churches 
whose loss the Commission was prepared to 
accept could not be satisfactorily redeveloped 
for any other purpose. 

‘These views were later communicated to 
the Bishop of London, who was also told 
that the Council was loth to conclude that 
some of the churches must be sacrificed to 
ensure the restoration of the others, but 
recognised that financial and other considera- 
tions might necessitate postponing the 
restoration of some of them while more 
urgent work was in hand; that the Council 
would welcome the conversion to secular 
use of such churches as are not required 
for pastoral purposes; and that until com- 
plete restoration was possible the sites of the 
most severely damaged churches might 
perhaps be used as public gardens.’ 

On the second part of the question Mr. 
Edmonds said: *The Council’s views were 
sought primarily on the architectural and 
historical aspects of the matter and these 
aspects were properly considered by the 
Architectural and Historical Buildings Sub- 
Committee, and were fuily examined at two 
meetings of the Sub-Committee, with the 
assistance of their advisory members, the 
decisions being unanimous. I authorised the 
release of the letter to the Fine Art Com- 
mission during the Easter recess. The 
Church authorities are not bound, of course, 
to accept the Council’s views, and when any 
definite proposals are received from them 
affecting the sites in question I will certainly 
arrange for those to be considered by the 
Town Planning Committee.’ 


Piccadilly Circus Redevelopment 
Mr. H. H. SeEBAG-MONTEFIORE asked the 


‘chairman of the Town Planning Committee, 


on October 7, if the Council intended to 
turn Piccadilly Circus, Westminster, into a 
square; what was involved in the comprehen- 
sive redevelopment of Piccadilly Circus; and 
when would the veil of secrecy be lifted and 
the plans for this redevelopment be exposed 
to the view and comment of the people of 
London and indeed of the Commonwealth? 

Mr. RICHARD EDMONDS: ‘The road 
improvement scheme in mind will result in a 
roughly rectangular roundabout. The objec- 
tive is to deal adequately with traffic; to 
secure redevelopment worthy of this unique 
centre; and to obtain the active co-operation 
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of adjoining landowners in the realisation 
of both these aims, 

‘There is no question of secrecy. The 
Town Planning Committee have agreed that 
a tentative plan* should be used as the basis 
of discussion with potential developers, 
When provisional agreement has _ been 
secured with developers, reports will be sub- 
mitted from time to time to the Council. 
There would be considerable difficulty in 
reporting to the Council on schemes of this 
nature before anything sufficiently definite 
has emerged.’ 

Miss NETTLEFOLD: * Does the chairman 
of the Committee appreciate the difficulty 
in which members find themselves on the 
morning of a publication of an article of 
this kind in having to inform inquirers that it 
is the first thing they have heard about this 
scheme ?’ 

Mr. Epmonps: ‘I appreciate that this is 
a planning dilemma not common only to 
this Council.’

LMBA President’s Three 
Reasons for Hope 


PEAKING at a luncheon in his honour, 
given last week by Central Area No. 1, 
Mr. STANLEY Farrow, MBE, President of 
LMBA, said that with the ending of the 
credit squeeze— and I think we may safely 
regard it as having ended ’—the building 
industry looked forward once again to a 
renewal of orders for its products. 

‘The makers of building materials,’ said 
Mr. Farrow, ‘are already reporting an 
increased demand, and that must be as a 
result of greater activity on the part of the 
building contractors. The easing of Bank 
credits and hire purchase restrictions will, I 
believe, have three effects helpful to the 
builder. First, they will enable arrears of 
maintenance and repairs to be put in hand. 
Second, by stimulating the demand for 
consumer goods, they will increase the need 
for new factories. Third, the housebuilders, 
whose customers may now be able to raise 
the money required for deposits on new 
homes, will benefit. And it may be that the 
time is not far distant when the Government 
itself will restore its capital investment pro- 
gramme. 

‘The decision to increase the size and 
number of training colleges, announced by 
the Minister of Education at the end of last 
month, is a sign of the times which we must 
welcome, and we still need more schools and 
hospitals, and be it sadly added, prisons. So 
there is ample scope for the building indus- 
try, in the very near future, even if orders 
have not yet been placed.’ 

Mr. T. Freakley, Chairman of the Area, 
presided.

TENDERING PROCEDURE 


‘ Fixed Time’ Preferred to 
‘ Fixed Price’ 


UCKINGHAMSHIRE County Works 

Committee has adopted a recommenda- 
tion of the County Architect, Mr. FREDERICK 
B. PooLey, FRIBA, FRICS, that a fixed time 
rather than a fixed price should form the 
basis for invitations to tender. In a report 
on the matter to the Committee on October 
3 Mr. Pooley stated: 

‘The Committee will remember that they 
have adopted the policy of “fixed time” 
rather than “ fixed price” tenders, whilst the 
Ministry of Works have been following the 
practice of obtaining fixed price tenders, 

‘Examples have been published during the 


last twelve months of tenders in two forms 
for new projects; first, for tenders with the 
usual fluctuation clauses, and second, fixed 
price tenders. The three cases quoted below 
are typical: 

‘Ir is difficult to obtain many concrete 
examples showing the effect on final costs 
of fixed price tenders, but from the above 
examples quoted from The Builder and from 
general information available to me, it would 
appear that fixed price tenders cost building 
owners something like 4 per cent or 3} per 
cent more than the final account for a con- 
tract. including the usual fluctuation clauses. 

‘ It would appear, therefore, on balance 
that the type of contract used by the Com- 
mittee which secures prompt completion of 
contracts is more financially advantageous 
than a fixed price contract.’

SPARE-TIME WORK 
CONDEMNED 


Kent Builders’ Open Letter to 
Property Owners 


INETEEN builders in the Cranbrook, 
Kent, area have issued a letter condemn- 


ing the practice of building employees under- 
taking building work in the evenings and at 
weekends, which, they assert, not only con- 
stitutes unfair competition with their 
employers, who are responsible for their 
National Health Insurance and holidays-with- 
pay scheme payments, and who endeavour 
to provide all-thegear-round employment, 
but it can prejudice the legitimate employ- 
ment of their fellow workers. 

‘Property owners should, therefore, ask 
themselves the following questions before 
employing spare-time labour on building 
work,’ the letter continues: 

‘Will the price be cheaper in the long 
run than that quoted by a firm of repute ? 

‘What assurance have I that the work 
will be completed and any defects 
remedied ? 

‘Is the man covered by insurance if he 
causes damage (fire, etc.), to my property 
or injures himself or anyone else ? 

‘Has he the technical knowledge 
necessary to overcome unusual difficulties? 

‘Can I be involved in a possible claim 
against him for income tax evasion ? 

* What redress have I if the work should 
prove unsatisfactory ?’ 

The letter adds: ‘If only one of these 
questions provides an unsatisfactory answer, 
then we suggest in his own interests, the 
property owner would be advised to go 
to a firm of repute.’ j 


STATISTICS ON CONSTRUCTION 


FCEC Booklet Notes 
Decline in Orders 


ONE PERSON in sixteen works in the con- 
structional industries and nearly half the 
nation’s capital investment goes into 
construction. These are two of the facts 
made in a _ booklet of ‘Statistics on 
Construction’ (price 1s.) just published by 
the Federation of Civil Engineering Con- 
tractors. The booklet brings together 
in seventeen. tables of figures all the main 
published statistics about the constructional 
industries. Other points from the booklet 
are: 

Output trends—Contractors’ order load 
fell by £48m. in 1957 and by a further £40m. 
in the first half of 1958. Declining housing 
and industrial construction. Stable or rising 
educational building, road construction .and 
power construction. 

Earnings.—Weekly earnings increased by 
80-90 per cent between 1948 and 1957. 
Retail prices increased by 52 per cent over 
the same period. 

Safety—There has been a steady fall in 
the number of fatal accidents since 1952. 

Costs.—-The cost of construction work has 
increased by 40 per cent since 1949. In the 
same period, wage rates have gone up by 
60-70 per cent and materials by 47 per cent. 

Net Output Per Person Employed.—Net 
output per person employed by contractors 
was £685 in 1956. This was over 20 per 
cent higher than the net output of persons 
employed in the direct labour organisations 
of local authorities (£535) and government 
departments (£558).

Plastics in Building 


— courses dealing with plastics in 
building, chemical and marine plumbing 
have been arranged by East Ham Technical 
College to meet the needs of journeymen and 
master plumbers training in the techniques 
used with plastics. The next course com- 
mences on November 20. Subsequent 
courses begin on January 24 and March 26 
next. Each course is of 8 weeks’ duration 
and sessions are on Thursdays from 7-9.30 
p.m. Fee for each course will be 12s. 6d. 
(plus 6d. registration fee), and application 
should be made to the Head of Building 
Department, East Ham Technical College, 
Arragon-road, East Ham, E6.

(a) NATIONAL WoRKING RULE 3A—SEC- 
TIONS (i) AND (j): Delete (i) and substitute the 
following: (i) For new firebrick work in con- 
nection with retorts, boiler settings and 
industria] furnaces of all descriptions; 5d. per 
hour; delete (j) and substitute the following: 
(j) For repair and reconstruction of firebrick 
work on retorts, boiler settings and industrial 
furnaces of all descriptions, 7d. per hour. 
(Note: Clauses (i) and (j) not to apply to 
domestic installations.) 

(b) App to NWR, 3A New CLause: (p) 
“When operatives, other than craftsmen, are 
employed on dry cleaning stonework by 
mechanical process for the removal of pro- 
tective material and/or discoloration, 2d. per 
hour below craftsman’s rate. (Employers to 
provide suitable masks.)

OFFICIAL NOTIFICATIONS 


Restrictive Trade Practices: 
Directions to the Registrar 


THE BOARD OF TRADE have now sent a 
direction to the Registrar of Restrictive 
Trading Agreements permitting him to take 
proceedings before the Restrictive Practices 
Court in respect of any agreement not 
described in the Schedules to earlier direc- 
tions. Under the directions previously 
issued, the Registrar was required to give 
priority to agreements concerning goods 
scheduled in those directions before start- 
ing proceedings in respect of any others on 
the Register. The new direction does not 
affect agreements on which proceedings have 
been started, but the Registrar may now start 
at his own discretion, proceedings in relation 
to any other agreement on the Register. 

This measure marks the completion of 
another stage in the operation of the 1956 
Act. In accordance with the Act, until the 
office of the Registrar was fully established 
and had gained experience, the Board of 
Trade gave the Registrar guidance on cases 
to be given priority, in order to ensure that a 
large proportion of significant and represen- 
tative agreements was brought before the 
Court at an early date. The significance of 
the new direction is that the Board of Trade 
now consider that no further direction to the 
Registrar is necessary on the manner in 
which he should exercise his responsibility 
under the Act for bringing before the Court 
agreements on the Register. The Court 
started its sittings on Monday, October 6. 
It has been thought convenient that the per 
manent responsibilities of the Registrar 
should be established before the first case 
comes before the Court. 


Imports of Unwrought Aluminium 
from USSR 


Tue Soviet authorities have informed the 
Board of Trade that Raznoimport—the 
foreign trade organization which alone is 
empowered to sell Soviet aluminium—will 
not export more than 15,000 tons of un- 
wrought aluminium to the United Kingdom 
in the next 12 months. At the same time. 
the Board of Trade announce that they have 
decided to take no further action on the

Cracking in Brickwork 


In a terrace of houses in which each 
pair of houses is set back slightly from 
the adjoining pair, a vertical crack has 
appeared in the clay brickwork down a 
line 44 in. from the external quoin of 
each set-back. Can you tell me why these 
cracks have appeared and how I can 
avoid their occurrence in future? 

The Station has inspected several 
examples of such cracking in cavity brick 
walling in which short returns are intro- 
duced, as shown in the diagram below. 
‘A’ is an outline plan of a block of 
terraced houses in which each house has 
been set back in turn; ‘B’ is an outline 
plan of a pair of houses; ‘C’ shows the 
detail at the quoin and the alternative 
positions at which cracking may occur. 
Usually the crack is at position *D/ 
Similar cracks have been found at the 
corners of buildings flanked by screen 
walls set back a little from the front 
elevation. Generally it seems to be about 
3-6 weeks after the brickwork has been 
built that such cracking has first been 
noticed. 

Expansion of bricks on wetting and 
contraction on drying is less than that of 
most other building materials, but there 
is some evidence that when bricks are 
wetted for the first time after leaving the 
brick kiln they expand more than on any 
subsequent occasion. If this expansion 
occurs in new brickwork, it tends to cause 
a rotation of the short connecting return. 
As far as is known the expansion does 
not recur, and no significant change in 
the appearance of the crack is to be 
expected. 

These cracks have been found only in 
buildings where the length of the return 
is not more than 2 ft. 3 in., in the majority 
the length of the return has been 134 in. 
It is suggested, therefore, that to avoid 
cracking of this kind, the length of the 
return should be not less than 2 ft. 6in. 

Such cracks have only been seen on the 
outer leaf of clay brick cavity walling. 
They may have occurred on inner leaves, 
and have been covered by plasterwork, 
but it seems more likely that they are in 
fact confined to the outer leaf. The parti- 
tions bonded to the inner leaf would help

to restrain any movement likely to pro- 
duce this type of crack. 

_ The mechanism of the expansion itself 
is being investigated at the Station. 


Hollow Clay Blocks 


A local authority asked which pro- 
perties of hollow clay blocks should be 
considered in assessing their suitability 
for use in external walling without render- 
ing. It was noted that B.S. 1190, 1951, 
relates to hollow blocks for internal use 
only. Advice on general suitability, 
absorption and size tolerance was speci- 
fically requested. 

The general considerations set out in 
Digest No. 53, ‘ Perforated Clay Bricks, 
apply equally to hollow clay blocks; the 
distinction is merely verbal and has no 
technical basis. Design details and laying 
technique may need adjustment according 
to the design and size of the block. 

On the specific items, general suitability, 
absorption and size tolerance, the follow- 
ing brief comments may be made. Assum- 
ing that the stresses allowed in B.S. Code 
of Practice C.P. 111 are not exceeded, a 
hollow clay block is just as suitable for 
use externally without a rendering as a 
standard brick made of the same clay 
and equally well fired. Water absorption 
is not a significant property and there is 
no more reason for specifying a maximum 
water absorption for hollow clay blocks 
than there is for a similar restriction for 
clay facing bricks. Size tolerances for 
blocks for internal use are given in the 
above British Standard; they could 
reasonably be applied to blocks to be 
used for facing work also. 


Deterioration of Stonework 


A building maintenance officer reported 
that various parts of the masonry of a 
building near the coast were showing 
signs of deterioration. Mullions and 
transoms in particular had ‘ disintegrated 
into powder inside the building’ and 
extensive repairs were envisaged. Advice 
on treatment was requested. 

Stone mullions, jambs and transoms in 
buildings exposed to sea air, and some- 
times in other circumstances too, often 
suffer a characteristic form of decay in 
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which the internal surfaces crumble away 
while the external surface is scarcely 
affected. The reason is that salt-laden or 
acid-polluted rain-water falling on the 
outer face penetrates to and evaporates 
from the inner surface, depositing there 
the salts it already carries in solution, or 
the salts formed by reaction with the 
stone. It is the crystallisation of these 
salts in the pores of the stone that causes 
the decay. 

The object of remedial measures must 
be two-fold, to remove as much as pos- 
sible of the salts already present in the 
stone and to reduce the absorption by the 
— of rain-water containing deleterious 
salts. 

Removal of the soluble salts present in 
the stone can be achieved by repeated 
dry brushing followed by washing with 
clean water, at the inner face of the stone- 
work, as described on page 8 of Digest 
No. 20, ‘The Weathering, Preservation 
and Maintenance of Natural Stone 
Masonry (Part 1).’ 

The moisture absorption can be reduced 
by treating the external surface of the 
stonework with a waterproofing solution. 
For this purpose a silicone waterproofer 
would be expected to be as effective as 
the older types of waterproofer based 
on waxes or stearates, and would have an 
advantage in that it would not cause dis- 
colouration. The solution should be used 
in the concentration recommended by the 
manufacturers and should be applied at 
a time when the stone is reasonably dry. 
Surfaces treated with silicones soon lose 
their initial high water-repellence on 
exposures to the weather, but, neverthe- 
less, they retain an adequate resistance to 
rain penetration for quite a reasonable 
time. 

How long the waterproofer continues 
to be effective will need to be determined 
by trial. 

The success of these remedial measures 
will depend on the extent to which the 
soluble salts have been removed and on 
the degree to which the outer surface is 
maintained in a waterproof condition. So 
long as evaporation from the inner sur- 
faces of the jambs, mullions and tran- 
soms is unimpeded, treatment of the outer 
face should have no harmful effect, par- 
ticularly if the salt content of the stone 
is substantially reduced by the prelimi- 
nary washing operation. The water- 
proofer should not be applied to the inner 
surface of the stone. Such treatment will 
not only impede the evaporation of 
moisture from this surface, but will also 
cause any residual salts to crystallise with- 
in the pores behind the treated surface 
with the likelihood of inducing spalling. 
For the same reason the indiscriminate 
application of waterproofing liquids to 
salt-contaminated blocks in the walls of 
a building is not recommended. 


Coloured Plaster 


Can you advise on the use of coloured 
plaster as an internal finish? In some 
urgent work now in hand the time saved 
by omitting the normal wall decoration 
would be most valuable. 

The pigmenting of plaster 
produce a coloured surface is seldom 
satisfactory as trowel marks and varia- 
tions in porosity make it almost impos- 
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sible to obtain a uniform texture. Some 
tal areas should be put up before decid- 
ing to use the method on any large area 
of work. 

It would be desirable to use at least 
two undercoats, unpigmented of course, 
in order to provide a surface with uni- 
form suction on which to apply the finish. 
Sufficient finishing coat to cover all the 
surfaces of one colour in a room should 
be prepared and mixed dry beforehand 
to minimise the risk of variations in 
shade. Normal finishing plaster mixes 
incorporating pigments to B.S. 1014 could 
be used. It would probably be better to 
use a wood float rather than to finish with 
a steel trowel. The rougher texture tends 
to mask variations. 

As an alternative to using coloured 
plaster, time could be saved by keeping 
the bricks dry on the site and the brick- 
work dry during construction, plastering 
with a sanded gypsum undercoat and 
finish, and decorating immediately with 
a permeable distemper or emulsion paint. 


Granolithic Flooring 


A builder stated that, in spite of taking 
all the precautions described in Digest No. 
24 for laying a granolithic flooring on a 
hardened concrete base, he found that in 
many places the floors sound hollow when 
tapped. This had been taken by owners 
and architects as an indication that the 
floors had been badly laid and were likely 
to fail prematurely, whereas in his experi- 
ence many such floors gave a satisfactory 
life. The Station’s views on this matter 
were requested. 

The cause of the hollowness is the 
failure of the bond between the grano- 
lithic and the hardened concrete base, but 
it is admittedly difficult to ensure a satis- 
factory bond between the two layers. It 
is always preferable, in fact, to lay the 
granolithic finish before the base con- 
crete has set. 

When laid on a set concrete base the 
granolithic screed is, therefore, seldom 
fully restrained and the shrinkage that 
occurs as the screed dries will tend to 
break what bond has been obtained. 
Failure of the bond may lead to lifting 
at the corners and edges of the bays. In 
some cases the amount of lifting may be 
negligible, but wherever the, bond is 
broken the floor will sound hollow when 
tapped. Only if more serious defects 
occur is it necessary to condemn the floor; 
for example, if the lifting at the edges is 
sufficient to lead to cracking in traffic or 
disintegration at the edges then the floor 
will need to be re-laid. However, if the 
floor is level, of good concrete and with- 
out visual evidence of lifting, some 
hollowness can be tolerated. 


Sound Insulation of Doors 


An architect wrote that he was con- 
cerned with the sound insulation provided 
by various types of flush doors and ques- 
tioned to what extent the open joint 
between door and frame would detract 
from the insulation. 

The main factors that determine the 
insulation of single doors are the mass 
of the door and the air gaps round 
the edges; usually it is the latter that are 
decisive. For example, if a normal flush 
door has a uniform weight of 1 Ib. per 
sq. ft. its inherent insulation is 22 dB; 
but if it has edge gaps amounting to 25-30 
sq. in. which is quite common, the net 
insulation of the door will be only about 
17-18 dB. The table below illustrates the 
range of insulation values provided by 
doors of two weights with varying edge 
conditions. 

Higher insulation than this cannot be 
obtained with a single door unless a 
special ‘ refrigerator ’ method of closure, 
with heavier construction if necessary, is 
employed. 

Higher insulation can, however, be 
obtained by the use of double doors,’i.e., 
two doors separated by an air-space or 
by a lobby. The air space should be as 
wide as possible; it should never be less 
than 4 in., and should be increased to 
form a lobby or corridor whenever pos- 
sible. As much sound-absorbent treat- 
ment as possible should be introduced 
into the air-space; if the air-space is com- 
paratively narrow, at least one door sur- 
face should be covered by the treatment. 
Weight and tight closure as described for 
single doors are equally important in the 
construction of each door in a double 
doorway. Nevertheless, when converting 
an existing single door by adding a second 
door it may not be worth while altering 
the existing doorway provided the new 
door is made as heavy and wellfitting as 
possible. Exact insulation figures for 
double doors are not available, but two 
doors each with a uniform weight of 2-5 
Ib. per sq. ft., well-fitting or sealed at the 
edges and separated by an absorbent-lined 
air-space of 8-12 in., are expected to give 
an insulation of 35-40 dB; if the air-space 
is increased to the dimensions of a lobby, 
then the insulation should rise to 45 dB 
or more. 

Probably the simplest and most effec- 
tive method of closing the air gaps round 
a door is to fit ordinary metal draught- 
strip all round, but this must also be 
carried along the bottom edge, where the 
biggest air gap usually occurs. For this 
purpose it is normally necessary to pro- 
vide a small rebated and/or splayed 
threshold.

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British Standards Institution 


ELECTION OF OFFICERS AND REVIEW OF THE YEAR 


A* the annual general meeting of the 
British Standards Institution, held in 
London on September 24, Mr. R. E. Huffam, 
United Kingdom co-ordinating director of 
Unilever Ltd. and chairman of BSI’s finance 
committee since 1952, was elected as the 
Institution's new president. He was recently 
also elected chairman of BSI’s general 
council, and thus succeeds Sir Herbert 
Manzoni, city engineer of Birmingham, in 
the joint tenure of the Institution’s two most 
senior offices. 

Succeeding Mr. Huffam as chairman of 
BSI’s finance committee is the Hon. Geoffrey 
Cunliffe (deputy chairman and managing 
director of the main companies in the British 
Aluminium Group), who has been a member 
of that committee since 1952. His knowledge 
of, and interest in, BSI were exemplified by 
his chairmanship of the Government com- 
mittee (known as the Cunliffe Committee) 
which in 1949 was appointed to examine the 
organization and finance of the Institution. 

The two immediate past-presidents, Sir 
Herbert Manzoni and Sir Roger Duncalfe, 
were elected deputy-presidents of the Institu- 
tion, and Mr. John Ryan (vice-chairman of 
the Metal Box Co., Ltd.) was re-elected to 
this office. 

The appointment by the general council of 
a new chairman of the Council for Codes 
of Practice was announced. The new 
holder of this office is Mr. A. C. Hartley, the 
well-known consultant who is already chair- 
man of the Codes of Practice Committee for 
Mechanical Engineering and of _ the 
Mechanical Engineering Industry Standards 
Committee. He succeeds Sir Allan Quarter- 
main. 

The chairman of the four divisional 
councils continue in office. They are Mr. 
Paul Gilbert (building), Mr. T. W. Howard 
(chemical), Sir Stanley Rawson (engineering) 
and Mr. L. F. Cockroft (textiles).

Review of the Year 


REVIEWING the BSI’s annual report for 
1957-1958 the retiring president, SiR HERBERT 
MANzonl, referred to two outstanding trends: 
the enlarged scope and importance of inter- 
national collaboration on standards and the 
increase in public recognition of the Institu- 
tion’s work. 

The annual report indicated the tremen- 


dous amount of work which had gone on day 
by day throughout the year in some 2,800 
committees which had held no fewer than 
4,320 meetings. Sir Herbert went on: ‘If 
the working year is represented by 250 days 
then there has been a new or revised British 
Standard published at a rate exceeding one 
each day.’ Sales of Standards—‘the index 
of the usefulness of our work ’—had again 
risen during the year—to a new record figure. 

One of the most pleasing items was a 
record increase in the number of new 
subscribing members—from 9,000 to nearly 
10,000 during the year. This success was 
accompanied by a considerable number of 
agreements by existing members to pay in- 
creased subscriptions, continued Sir Herbert. 

There had been a rise, too, in the num- 
ber of standards under which certification 
mark licences were granted—the emphasis 
being on those items where safety was an 
important factor. Such marking schemes 
involve testing and to help meet the continu- 
ing increase in the work BSI was setting up 
a new centre at Hemel Hemstead where much 
of the testing under the mark schemes would 
be carried out. 

Sir Herbert turned next to the activities 
of the Consumer Advisory Council and the 
Women’s Advisory Committee where useful 
and helpful work in the interests of the 
ordinary shopper had continued during the 
year. 


International Standards 

On international standards he referred to 
the ISO Assembly meetings at Harrogate last 
June where ‘the calibre of delegations from 
many countries and the quality of the 
deliberations were most encouraging’; this 
work involved an increasing effort for the 
staff of BSI as well as for industry itself. 

In the international field Sir Herbert noted 
the evident intention of newly-developing 
countries to follow closely in adopting as 
national standards the recommendations of 
the ISO and IEC. The need for strong and 
effective participation by the United King- 
dom in drafting these recommendations had 
been recently re-emphasised by BSI’s Export 
Panel. 

The Industry Standards Committees of 
BSI had been asked to re-examine their 
many items of work in the light of the 
possible introduction of a European Free 
Trade Area. 

At the end of his general survey Sir 
Herbert briefly reviewed the year’s work 
among BSI’s five main industrial centres: 
Engineering, Building, Chemical, Textile and 
Codes of Practice. 

On engineering he commented: * Not 
necessarily the most important development 
but certainly the most difficult and most 
hopeful is the ISO recommendation agreed 
at Harrogate for the adoption of a unified 
inch thread series in parallel with a metric 
series.. Modular co-ordination had again 
figured prominently in building activities as 
well as work on fire tests for materials and 
fire-fighting equipment. Another important 
item was the subject of international paper 
sizes, the adoption of which would bring 
Britain into line with some 26 other countries.

BRAZIL.—The Ministry of Finance 
announced recently that the International 
Bank had invited representatives of the Cen- 
tral Eletrica de Furnas SA to Washington 
to undertake negotiations for a loan of 
US$73m. for the Furnas hydro-electric pro- 
ject. The contract for this has already been 
awarded to Messrs. George Wimpey and Co., 
Ltd., in association with the Companhia Con- 
strutora Nacional SA... . The firm Petrobras 
is to set up a fertiliser factory at Cubatao in 
the State of Sao Paulo to produce initially 
102,300 tons of material. The factory is 
being planned and equipped by the firm of 
Foster Wheeler of the USA and a German 
firm called Udhe. . . . The Prefect of Sao 
Paulo has recommended the construction of 
an underground railway 11 kilometres in 
length as the first step towards a complete 
metropolitan railway system for the city. He 
has set up a committee to study the prob- 
lem and draft calls for tender. 


BRITISH EAST AFRICA.—Designs are 
being prepared for a new hydro-electric 
scheme at the Karuma Falls, on the Vic- 
toria Nile in Uganda. This will involve a 
distribution network 280 miles long and the 
hydro-electric station will have an initial 
capacity of 2,000 kilowatts. Tenders will be 
called for later in the year. . . . To make 
possible a £4m. scheme to exploit the large 
phosphate deposits at Sukulu, near Tororo, 
a £3m. railway development scheme will 
have to be undertaken to include the pro- 
vision of bulk loading facilities in Mom- 
basa.... Capital expenditure approved by 
the Colonial Development Corporation for 
16 projects in. Kenya, Uganda and Tangan- 
yika totals £16.4m. of which a proportion 
is to be spent on mining improvements and 
the building of hotels. . . . Tenders for the 
first phase of the Mombasa main drainage 
scheme are likely to be called for later this 
year. Loan sanction for £425,000 has been 
granted for the scheme. . . . In Tanganyika 
several new factories are in the planning 
stage: The Bata Shoe Company of East 
Africa are projecting the opening of a fac- 
tory in Dar es Salaam. A new factory is to 
be built in Dar es Salaam by the East Africa 
Tobacco Company. The buildings will cover 
160,000 sq. ft. and the total cost will be 
£1,500,000. Tanganyika Textiles Industries 
Limited of Dar es Salaam have applied to 
the Tanganyika Government for an indus- 
trial licence for the purpose of establishing 
a factory for yarn dying and bleaching and 
for weaving and finishing spun rayon cloths. 

. . Plans by the Kenya Government to 
interest outside contractors in providing their 
own capital, on a deferred payment basis, 
for a road-building programme will, it is 
hoped, result in the addition of as much as 
£7m, worth of new tarred roads ‘in the 
colony. 


GUATEMALA.—The major economic 
development programme during the past 
three years has consisted of road construc- 
tion. The new network consists of 1,278 
kms. of new roads in four highways—the 
Atlantic, the Pacific, the Inter-American and 
a road linking the Pacific and Inter-American 


highways in the region of Quezaltenango. 
The programme is estimated to cost over 
£30m. . . . President Ydigoras’s Government 
has declared its intention of tackling the 
housing problem in Guatemala, and a 
national housing commission has been set 
up to prepare recommendations for a 
national housing drive. . . . With a view 
mainly to furthering Guatemala’s aspirations 
as regards British Honduras, the new 
Guatemalan Government has declared its 
intention of developing the Peten, the great 
jungle province in the north of Guatemala, 
which borders British Honduras in the west. 
A special department has been created for 
the purpose but its budget for the first year 
is only about £2m. Most of this is likely 
to be spent on roads. 


HONG KONG.—An estate development 
company, Messrs. Luen Shing, Ltd., pro- 
pose to erect a 20-storey building on a site 
at Causeway Bay, estimated to cost 
$2,500,000. Designed by H. S. Tam, Kwok 
Man House, Hong Kong, the building will 
contain 204 flats and shops on the three 
lower floors. Contract documents are now 
in their final stages, the structure will be of 
reinforced concrete frame, and the whole 
scheme is expected to be complete in 16 
months. The Hong Kong-Kowloon Ferries 
last year handled 130 million passengers and 
by far the majority of these used the ‘ Star’ 


Ferry connecting the Central area of the © 


City of Victoria with the tip of the Kowloon 
peninsula. To get these passengers across 
two of the city’s main traffic arteries the 
Government have decided to form a subway 
from the Ferry Concourse on Hong Kong 
island into the business area. A contract 
for constructing the subway, value 
$2,126,330, has been placed with Sang Lee 
and Co., and work will start as soon as 
piling, by the Pressure Piling Co., is com- 
plete. The subway has been designed by the 
Public Works Dept., and will be subject to 
tidal conditions in the subsoil in what is 
mostly re-claimed ground. ...The placing of 
two large road contracts has been announced 
by the Government. The first is for the 
reconstruction of Des Voeux-road Central, 
one of the Colony’s busiest business streets, 
worth $786,055, with the Wing Lee Con-

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struction Co. It is expected to take about 
one year to complete and extends 1,500 
yards. The other is for the realignment of 
Clearwater Bay-road adjoining Kai Tak Air- 
port, Kowloon. Worth $422,203, this con- 
tract has been awarded to the Nam Hing 
Co., and entails the re-building of about 3,000 
ft. of the roadway to provide easy access 
to the proposed new terminal building on 
the airport. The work is expected to be 
completed in two months....The Hong 
Kong Housing Authority have requested the 
Government to reserve 10 acres of land at 
Ma Tau Chung, Kowloon, for their use in 
providing multi-storey housing. Estimated 
cost of development is approximately $50m. 
and a topographical survey of the site is now 
in progress. Architect to the Housing 
Authority is Mr. J. R. Firth, ARIBA. 


IRAN.—The Plan Organisation have 
under study a report recommending that they 
should construct a paper mill with an output 
of 120 tons a day in collaboration with the 
US firm of Charles Allen. . . . Of the $25m. 
bonus paid by Pan American Petroleum, 
$14.7m. has been allocated for development. 
Individual allocations include: $4.5m. for 
the development of the frontier areas, $3m. 
for Government buildings, $1.5 million for 
University buildings. . . . The application of 
the United States firm of Goodrich to set 
up a tyre factory in Iran has been approved. 


NORTH BORNEO.—For-some time past 
the Government of North Borneo have had 
difficulty in recruiting technical officers for 
the Public Works Dept., but the staff posi- 
tion has recently improved. It should now 
be possible to embark upon a fairly exten- 
sive construction programme, including a 
new bitumen-sealed 3,600 ft. long runway at 
Jessleton, a comprehensive network of sur- 
faced jeep-tracks as feeder roads in the unde- 
veloped areas, and the completion of water 
and sewerage schemes in the larger towns. 


PHILIPPINES.—The National Economic 
Council of the Philippines approved the 
application made recently by the Shell Cone 
pany to establish a US$25m. oil refinery in 
the country. The refinery will have a 
planned capacity of 29,000 barrels of crude 
oil per day. The establishment of an 
£8,500,000 oil refinery in the Philippines by 
Philippine Investment Management Consul- 
tants Inc. was also approved by the Council. 
. . . The National Power Corporation (NPC) 
is to apply to the World Bank for a loan of 
US$32.8m. for the construction of a hydro- 
electric power station in Bulacon and the 
installation of two auxiliary power units at 
the Maria Cristina plant in Lanao. The 
latter is tied to the proposed steel mill at 
lligan, in respect of which the National Ship- 
yards and Steel Corporation (NASSCO) are 
still negotiating a loan with the Export- 
import Bank. . . . Elizalde and Company Inc. 
845 M. de la Industria, Manila, have been 
authorised to set up a £4m. paper mill in 
Bago, Negros Occidental, with a rated capa- 
city of 60 tons per day. . . .The construction 
of five coconut oil mills by the Basic Traders 
Jointly Administered Kasamahan with an 
estimated joint production of 216,000 tons of 
coconut oil annually, has been approved. 
. . . The Japanese Government has agreed 
‘in principle’ to provide US$13m. towards 
financing the £11lm. tele-communications 
project in the Philippines.

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THAILAND.—The Yanhee Electrici 
Authority, a department of the Thai mete 
ment in Bangkok, plan to start work this 
year on a $100 m. hydro-electric scheme on 
the Ping River in the Northern part of 
Thailand. Contracts for building the dam 
and power plant installations, which will be 
financed from an initial loan of $66 m. 
from the World Bank, have been placed with 
Brown and Root, SA, and Utah Inter- 
nation Inc., of the USA. The dam will be 
1,510 ft. long and 505 ft, high. 


TURKEY .—Press reports stated that an 
agreement has been signed in Paris for the 
installation near Istanbul of an oil refinery 
with a capacity of 400,000 tons. The deal 
has not been finalised. If it is concluded it 
might provide competition to the projected 
oil refinery to be erected near Mersin to 
the capacity of over 3 million tons, by a con- 
ee of four foreign oil com- 
panies distributing in Turkey, namely Shel 
BP, Socony-Mobil and Caltex. . . . Banco 
have revived that a new iron and steel centre 
will be established in Turkey with the par- 
ticipation of an important foreign firm. 
There have been initiatives in the past in this 
direction by West German and British firms 
but so far nothing has materialised owing 
to Turkey’s lack of foreign exchange. . . . 
According to the Press, it has been decided 
to erect a factory for the manufacture of 
colours and dyes at Filyos on the Black Sea 
Coast near Zonguldak. The new factory 
will be run by the Sumar Bank and the cost 
is estimated at T£11m.
